Spanish officers 
from the old country hold to the unac- 
countable belief that their arms would 
overcome us in a few weeks, but the 
Cuban merchants have no such delu- 
sion, and they would control the situ- 
ation. lienee I believe that no shot 
from a big American gun would l>e 
necessary. 

Havana, Feb. 24. — The wrecking 
vessel Right Arm arrived here Wed- 
nesday morning, witty Capt. Magee in 
command. The board of inquiry 
boarded her. and the work of raising 
the Maine's big guns began at noon. 
Thus far the work of the divers has 
been inside the sunken ship. An ex- 
amination of the outside of the hull 
will be made at once if the permit of 
the Spanish shall be obtained. Consul 
General Lee is here, and says that he 
never once thought of leaving Havana. 

Washington, Feb. 24. — The report 
has been circulated that the president 
will demand £15.000,000 indemnity if it 
shall be proved that the Maine was 
destroyed by Spain, or with her 
knowledge. 

A dispatch from Madrid saj r s that no 
one there will admit for a moment 
that the Maine was blown up by de- 
sign. The disaster is ascribed to lax- 
ity of discipline which prevails on 
American war vessels. 

War preparations are being rushed in 
all arsenals, it is said. Passionate pa- 
triotism is displayed. The nation is 
reported to have sunk partisanship in 
the love of country. 

New York, Feb. 24. — There was un- 
usual activity about the Merritt-Chap- 
man wrecking station at Stapleton, 
S. I., Wednesday. Stores were being 
taken aboard the big wrecking tug 



The situation, which may be changed 
at any moment by fresh discoveries, 
may be summed up. when this dis- 
patch was sent Wednesday afternoon, 
substantially as follows: 

The divers having discovered cases 
of brown hexagonal powder for the 
16-incli guns unexploded, and believ- 
ing also that other unexploded will be 
found in the lU-inch magazine on the 
starboard side forward, the conviction 
grows that this magazine did not blow 
up. If this be so, and many have in- 
sisted from the first that it is, the 
further conviction is forced that the 
explosion which wrecked the Maine 
came from the outside on the port 
bow. 



The efforts to reach the ward and mess 
rooms are frustrated by some unknown 
obstacle It is expected to find bodies 
in those rooms. Two cases of ten 
inch ammunition have been found, the 
one having exploded, the other full of 
powder. These were found forward. 

Among the salvage were table ware 
and the silver service of the Maine. 

George W. Koebler, of Brooklyn, 
died Tuesday at the Military hospital. 
All the other injured show some im- 
provement. 

Gunner Charles Morgan, of the 
cruiser New York, who is in charge of 
the divers, will devote special atten- 
tion to examining the ammunition in 
the forepart of the Maine's hull and to 
ascertain the condition of the plates, 
magazines and engines. He is a grad- 
uate of gunnery and is regarded as en- 
tirely competent, as indeed are all the 
divers under his direction. He is un- 
der strict orders not to give out any- 
thing on the subject of his investiga- 
tions, except to the ofticers of the court 
of inquiry when called upon. 

Washington, Feb. 23. — The navy de- 
partment received a dispatch from 
C’apt. Sigsbee Tuesday evening saying 
that 14 more bodies had been recov- 
ered from the wreck of the Maine. 
All the remains are unidentified. It 
is not thought that any bodies will 
be identilied hereafter unless by 
the clothing. Aside from the ef- 
fect of long submersion the men 
still missing were nearly all directly 
under the main deck which was blown 
up and the tremendous force of the ex- 
plosion probably blotted scores of 
them out of existence entirely. The 
department knew nothing of the 
printed report that the ■'the tender 
Bache had left Havana with dispatches 
for Adm. Sicard at Key West. 

Havana, Feb. 24. — The United States 
court of inquiry into the loss of the 
Maine met Wednesday morning at 10 



First Regular Session. 

Washington. Feb. 18.— Senate— After a 
spirited debate occupying more than two hours 
the senate Thursday by a vote of 34 to 29 
agreed to the resolution of Mr. Turpie (Ind.) 
declaring the senate's opposition to the confir- 
mation of the sale of the Kansas Pacific rail- 
road. After the disposition of the resolution 
the Corbett case was discussed by Mr. Pettus 
(Ala.) and Mr. Hoar (Mass.), an agreement 
having first been reached to take a fin il vote 
upon the case on Mondy, February 28. The 
senate then at 4:10 p.m. went into executive 
session and five minutes afterward adjourned. 

House— The debate on the bankruptcy bill 
dragged along listlessly in the house Thursday, 
interest in it being overshadowed, as on Wed- 
nesday. by the Maine disaster. The speeches 
on the floQr attracted almost no attention and 
were delivered in most instances to a handful 
of members. At 5:05 the house recessed until 
Friday morning. 

Washington, Feb. 19.— Senate— A debate 
decided in its sensations, was unexpectedly 
precipitated in the sanate Friday over the con- 
sideration of the resolution of Mr. Allen (Neb.) 
directing the committee on naval affairs to in- 
vestigate the disaster to the battleship Maine. 
An arrangement has been made for the adop- 
tion of the resolution, with a minor amend- 
ment without debate. Mr. Mason 
(111.) however, proposed a substi- 
tute, providing for an investigation 
to be conducted by a joint committee of the 
two branehes of congress. The resolution 
went to the calendar. A resolution, offered by 
Mr. Hale, appropriating 1200,900 for raising the 
warship Maine and saving what property could 
be saved was passed without a dissenting 
voice. Adjourned until Monday. 

House- The house debated the bankruptcy 
bill until Friday noon and then immediately 
after the reading of the journal Mr. Boutelle 
(rep.. Me.), chairman of the naval committee, 
asked unanimous consent for the consideration 
of the resolution prepared by the navy depart- 
ment and passed by the senate, appropriating 
$200,000 for the purpose of raising the Maine, 
etc. The resolution was adopted unanimously. 

Washington, Feb. 22.— Senate— For three 
hours Monday the senate had under discussion 
the bill providing for the taking of the 12th 
and subsequent census. It was so amended as 
to place the census bureau under the secre- 
tary of the interior, but the extended discus- 
sion which followed disclosed so wide 

a divergence of views on the part 

of senators as to the various feat- 
ures of the measure that no further action 
was taken. A resolution offered by Mr. Allen 
(Neb.) directing the committee on naval af- 
fairs to make an investigation of the disaster 
to the battleship Maine was adopted without 
debate. 

House— Tuesday was private bill day in the 
house, but little was accomplished owing to 
the fact that most of the time was consumed in 
the passage of private pension bills coming 
over from the Friday night session three 
weeks ago. The feature of the day was the 
spirited contest over the bill to pay New- 
berry college, a Lutheran institution in South 
Carolina, $15,000 for damages by federal 
troops. It was finally passed. On 
motion of Mr. Bailey, the democratic leader, 
the house voted 58-35 to observe Washington's 
birthday by adjourning over Tuesday, but Mr. 
Dingley raised the point of no quorum and be- 
fore further action could be taken the house 
recessed under the rule until 8 o'clock. The 
republicans desire to go ahead with the sundry- 
civil oppropriation bill Tuesday. 

Washington. Feb. 23. — Senate — After 

Washington's farewell address was read by 
Mr. Lodge, Mr. Hale (Ct.), chairman of the 
military affairs committee, called up the bill 
providing for the enlistment of two additional 
regiments of artillery for service for manning 
the heavy coast defense batteries which 
congress has provided during the past two 
years. The bill, after a short debate, was 
passed by a vote of 52 to 4. The negative votes 
were cast by Messrs. Bate (Tenn.), Clay (Ga.) 
Chilton, (Tex.) and Vest (Mo.). Mr. 
Morgan (Ala.) secured the adop- 
tion of the follb wing resolution: 

“That the committee on naval affairs 
is instructed to Inquire and report whether a 
man-of-war, equal at least to any w-arship in 
the world, to be named the George Washing- 
ton, caw be built, armed and commissioned 
within a period of 12 months by the use of the 
facilities of the ship yards, machine shops, 
mines and forests of the United States, where- 
ever the s me are found, and that the commit- 
tee have leave to report at any time by bill or 
otherwise.” The resolution was adopted with- 
out debate. 

House— Washington's birthday was cele- 
brated in the house, after a motion of Mr. 
Bailey to adjourn had been voted down, with a 
vast deal of political speechmaking and it was 
also signalized by the firing of the first gun in 
opposition to Hawaiian annexation. Mr. John- 
son, an Indiana republican, delivered a speech 
that electrified the house and the galleries in 
denunciation of what he termed an attempt to 
cut loose from the traditional policy of the 
United States enter upon a scheme of coloniza- 
tion that had proved the ruin of empires and 
of nations. 

Washington, Feb. 24.— Senate- Wednes- 
day while the senate had under consideration 
the diplomatic and consular appropriation bill, 
a sharp debate on the Cuban situation was pre- 
cipitated by Mr. Allen (Neb.), who offered as 
an amendment the resolution passed 
by the senate a year ago recognizing 
the belligerent rights of the Cuban 
insurgents. The debate became general and 
occupied nearly four hours. Mr. Hale made 
the point of order against the amendment that 
it was general legislation and had under the 
rules no place in the bilL The vice president 
sustained the point and Mr. Allen took an ap- 
peal from the ruling. Appeal not sustained. 

House— A variety of subjects occupied the 
attention of the house during the considera- 
tion of the sundry civil appropriation bill. Mr. 
Mahany (N. Y.) made an attack on the patri- 
otism of some of the social leaders of New 
York, whom he said held high revel while the 
nation was bowed down with grief over the 
lo s of life resulting from the Maine explosion. 
The southern members who have for 
years been fighting the appropriation 
for “informers" on illicit distilleries 
succeeded in killing the appropriation income 
of the whole, hut Chairman Cannon gave no- 
tice that he would demand an aye and no vote 
in the house. Representative Barrett (Mass.) 
has introduced a resolution allowing the naval 
affairs committee to incorporate in the naval 
appropriation bill a provision for an appropri- 
ation not to exceed $5,735,000 for new dry docks 
or extensions to existing ones at Boston. New 
York, Norfolk, Port Royal, New Orleans and 
Mare Island, CaL

CUBAN RESOLUTION 

Iutroduced in the Senate By Senato. Alien 
Declared Out. of Order. 

Washington, Feb. 24. — Senator Allen 
Wednesday introduced the following 
resolution: 

Whereas, It is the established doctrine of 
the United States that the western hem- 
isphere shall be dedicated to republican forms 
of government, recognizing the political equal- 
ity of human beings; and. 

Whereas. The principles of the Monroe doc- 
trine, or the doctrine of national self-preserva- 
tion, is as applicable in wresting any portion 
of this continent from the grasp of foreign 
countries as in preventing them obtaining ad- 
ditional territory; and. 

Whereas, The island of Cuba, by reason of 
its location and close proximity to the United 
States, should by right be dedicated to a re- 
publican form of government; and 
Whereas, A republican form of government 
is, and has been for nearly three years, main- 
tained in said island by force of arms ; and 
Whereas, It is alleged 500.000 persons on said 
island have died of starvation by reason of be- 
ing concentrated by the Spanish government 
at various points, without being fed or afford-, 
ed opportunity to provide food for themselves, 
and hundreds are daily dying; and 
Whereas. The dictates of humanity require 
the intervention of the United States in such 
case, therefore. 

Resolved. That a select committee of five 
senators shall be appointed whose duty it shall 
be to forthwith make a thorough investigation 
and inquire into and report on the following 
subjects: 

First, to what extent the work of concen- 
trating the inhabitants of Cuba has been car- 
ried on by the Spanish government, and how 
many persons on said island have in the last 
three years died as the result of starvation or 
for lack of sufficient food and diseases incident 
thereto, and to what extent concentration is 
being practiced thereby Spanish authority and 
the condition of the people concentrated. 

Second, whether the concentrated Cubans 
have been adequately sheltered, clothed and 
fed by the Spanish government, or by others, 
or have been permitted to obtain food and 
clothing for themselves. 

Third, what lawful steps, if any. are neces- 
sary and can be taken by the United States 
to bring the war in Cuba to a speedy termina- 
tion. on grounds honorable alike to Spain and 
Cuba, and which will result in the kingdom of 
Spain relinquishing its hold on the island and 
in the establishment of a republican form of 
government there. 

Fourth, To what extent Spanish barbarity 
and cruelty have during the war now’ in prog- 
ress on the island of Cuba, been practiced to- 
ward the inhabitants of Cuba and what c.»n be 
lawfully done by the United States, if any- 
thing, to ameliorate the condition of the Cu- 
bans. 

And to these ends and for these purposes 
said committee may sit at snch times and 
places as they may see proper during the ses- 
sions of congress and in vacation and shall 
have the right to visit and take testimony in 
Cuba, if deemed proper to do so. All testi- 
mony taken shall be preserved, and the finding 
of said select committee, together with all tes- 
timony. shall be reduced to writing and re- 
ported to the senate at as early a date as prac- 
ticable. 

Washington, Feb. 24. --Allen’s Cuban 
belligerent amendment was ruled out 
on a point of order, and on appeal the 
chair was sustained, 51-5. 

THE MAINE 

Was Destroyed by Three Men, One of Then* 
a Spanish Officer — Spain Offers to Apol- 
ogize and Fay an Indemnity. 

Chicago, Feb. 24. — A dispatch to the 
Chronicle sajrs: The president is striv- 
ing hard to postpone, as long as pos- 
sible; the crisis which is almost certain 
to be precipitated by the report of the 
board of inquiry commissioned to 
investigate the destruction of the 
battleship Maine. In the inner cir- 
cles of the administration it is no long- 
er pretended that the Maine was blown 
up by accident. Good authority is 
given for the assertion that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley has had in his possession for 
three days positive evidence showing 
that the Maine was destrojred by ex- 
ternal agencies. 

The Spanisn authorities are aware 
of the fact that the president has this 
evidence in his possession, and they 
have sent messages which have been 
kept from the public disavowing 
all responsibility for the act, and 
offering to make humble apology, as 
well as monetary compensation, for 
the damage inflicted, and, in short, to 
do anj’thing which maj’ be done hon- 
orably to prevent war between Spain 
and Hie United States. 

The evidence in the president's 
hands fails to disclose the identity of 
the men who are responsible for 
the awfnl crime. At least three 
persons are concerned, and one of 
them is known to be a Spanish officer. 
It is not doubted that all the guilty 
parties will be identified and promptly 
put to death by the Spanish officials at 
Havana. 



BATTLESHIP TEXAS 

And Gunboat Nashville Leave Galveston- 
Big Gun for the Galveston Fortifica- 
tions. 

Galveston, Tex., Feb. 24. — The bat- 
tleship Texas and gunboat Nashville 
sailed from Galveston Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. The Texas goes to rejoin Adm. 
Sicard’s fleet, and the Nashville to Key 
West for orders. It has been reported 
that the Nashville would be sent to 
Havana to replace the Maine, but if 
Capt. Maynard has any snch orders he 
has given no hint of it here. 

The big ten-inch gun, the first of the 
ordnance for the Galveston fortifica- 
tions, came through the state Wednes- 
day and reached Galveston Wednesday 
night. 

POOR SPAIN 

UateH and in Hated By All th» Fowerfnl 
Nations of Europe. 

London, Feb. 24. — Apropos of the 
warlike situation, barring anj’ secret 
alliance, Spain is the most isolated 
country in Europe. Germany. Italy 
and Austria form the triple alliance. 
France and Russia have formed bonds 
of friendship, England and Italjr have 
an arrangement for the naval protec- 
tion of the Mediterranean, Turkey has 
her great and good friends, while 
most of the smaller states are allied 
in some way to their larger neighbors, 
but Spain is isolated. 

REWARD OFFERED 

For tbe Arrest and Conviction of the Per- 
sons Who Burned the Post Office and 
Murdered the Postmaster at Lake City, 
S. C. 

Washington. Feb. 24. — The post- 
master general has offered a reward of 
8300 for the arrest and conviction of the 
persons who burned the post office at 
Lake City on Monday night, and a re- 
ward of S50Q for the arrest and con- 
viction of the persons who murdered 
the postmaster at the same time. 

Postmaster General Gary has issued 
an order to discontinue the office at 
Lake City uAcr this time. 



KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE 

Regular Session. 

Frankfort. Feb. ia —Senate — Measure* 
passed: Resolution providing for a committee 
of three senators to visit the Eddyville peni- 
tentiary and ascertain its needs: bill authoriz- 
ing the city of Henderson to establish a free 
high school; bill providing that county school 
superintendents shall keep a record of all 
school districts, pupils, etc..and relieving county 
clerks from further duties in that connection; 
to regulate the price of circus licenses by the 
number of cars used to transport the circus. 
The IocjI option bill came up 00 the appeal 
from the decision of the chair. President Pro 
Tem Goebel being absent. Senator McClure 
was called to the chair. The opponents of the 
bill again refused to vote and succeeded in 
breaking a quorum, and the appeal remained 
undisposed of. 

House— T ac house held its first afternoon ses- 
sion Thursday. and resumed consideration of the 
bill to allow a majority vote to authorize turn- 
pike bonds instead of two-thirds. It was pass- 
ed by 57 to 30. The bill to appropriate SlO.OOO 
to establish a medical department to the A. 
and M. college was defeated— yeas. 15; nays, 65. 
The bill to require the railroad commission to 
assess the franchise value of railroads as well 
as the tangible property was passed— yeas, 67; 
nays. 9. 

Frankfort, Ky.. Feb. 19.— Both houses of 
the legislature Friday adopted resolutions pro- 
viding that when they adjourn Saturday it will 
be till Wednesday. It was bill day in the 
house. Representative Mallory, of Todd, in- 
troduced a bill which is intended to gerrymand- 
er the Third congressional district. Congress- 
man Rhea came here Friday night to push 
the bill. Senator Goebel, chairman of the 
joint democratic caucus, Friday morning issued 
a call to meet at 8 o’clock Friday night to take 
action on the Goebel “force bill.”

Smith and other party dignitaries, are work- 
ing for the measure openly, and a split in the 
caucus would not be a surprise. 

Frankfort, Feb. 24.— Senate— The senate 
passed the bill providing for removing the 
state geographical collection of specimens, . 
maps, etc., now in the state house at Frank- 
fort. to the A. and M. college at Lexington, and 
providing for the establishment of a school 
of mines and mining in said 
college. Bills introduced: To estab- 

lish the Bradley colony for epileptics as an an- 
nex to the Central Kentucy Asylum; to re- 
quire treasurers of the state charitable 
institutions to give bond for 865.000, instead of 
130.000. and allowing the treasurers to keep the 
money ”in some bank doing business in this 
state,” instead of “in some bunk incorporated 
by the laws of thLs state.” 

House— The senate bill regulating the sale 
of the Associated Press reports so that any 
newspaper can purchase said reports, was 
passed. The bill providing that in counties 
containing cities of the first, second and third 
classes the county school superintendent shall 
be elected by the voters of the county outside 
the cities was reported favorably by the com- 
mittee. The house resolved itself into a com- 
mittee of the whole to consider the proposed 
amendments to the constitution. The refer- 
endum amendment was discussed, but tho 
committee took no action. 

PRELIMINARY HEARING 

(a the Ripley County Lynching Case — Wit- 
nesses Furnish No Conelusive Evidence. 

Versailles, Ind. t Feb. 24 It — The pre- 
liminary hearing of C_ H.. Hughes, su- 
perintendent of the Ripley county in- 
firmary. on the charge of implication 
in the murder of Henry Shuter, one of 
the five men lynched by a mob last 
September, was held late Tuesday af- 
ternoon and evening before ’Squire 
William Craig at Cross Plains. 

The point is about 12 miles from here 
and 14 miles south of Osgood. The 
roads are execrable. At 6 o'clock Tues- 
day evening court was in session and 
five witnesses had testified, but no con- 
clusive evidence had been found. Hen- 
dricks Steinmetz, of this city, was on 
the stand for more than an hour. Arch 
Wright, a bartender at Osgood, for 
whom a warrant was also issued, is be- 
lieved to be iu Chicago. 

Hendricks Steinmetz was on the 
stand Wednesdaj’ morning. Stein- 
metz said that he was ordered into the 
house at 11 o’clock p. m. at the point 
of a gun and did not come out until 
called by Ezra Taylor, the town mar- 
shall, at about 3 a. m. Charles Weis- 
enfelder, a witness, of Osgood, did not 
talk to anjr one about the mob and 
went to bed at 11 p. m. “ Arch Wright,” 
he said, ‘■’was tending bar for me at 
the time.” 

“Did you assist Hex Hughes and 
others to kill Henry Shuter and 
others?” He answered in the negative. 
Young Kelly, who, it is said, will 
testify, has been proved without ve* 
raeitj*. Hughes came to the trial un- 
attended and is allowed his freedom. 
Willson was subpoenaed as a witness 
to debar, but will assist in the prose- 
cution. 

HON. D. H. GAUMER, 

Editor and Postmaster at Zaneaville, Dies 
in St. Augustine, Fla., of Apoplexy. 

Zanesville, O., Feb. 24. — Word was 
received here Wednesday afternoon of 
the sudden death of Postmaster D. H 
Gauiner, of apoplexj’, at St. Augustine 
Fla., where he had gone for the benefit 
of his health. The fatal stroke was 
the third within a year. Mr. Gaumer 
was born in this county in 1857. In 
1881 he purchased the Xenia News- 
Herald and soon demonstrated marked 
ability as a newspaper mana- 
ger. In 1883 he became propri- 
etor of the Daily and Weeklj 
Signal in this city, and had made it 
one of the best paying newspaper 
properties in the state. In 1887 he was 
elected to the general assembly and 
later to the state senate, being defeat- 
ed for re-election by four votes. Dur- 
ing his term as senator he was instru- 
mental in sending Hon. C. S. Brice to 
the United States senate and was re- 
warded by being made postmaster in 
1894. He leaves a wife.

in that oven of a country for the con 
tinned playing of the band, so the 
colonel directed the leader to holdback 
until we got to the top of the hill.

A Noted Scientist'* View* on Till* In- 
terevtlnK' Subject. 

One of the most interesting subjects 
discussed by Prof. George Darwin dur- 
ing his recent visit to this country was 
that of the possible and probable in- 
crease in the length of the day. 

When once the earth is in motion 
about an axis, no matter how the mo- 
tion came about, it would continue for- 
ever, and at the same rate, thus making 
the day always the same length, unless 
something is happening or will happen 
to interfere with that motion. Now 
there are several causes in operation 
which affect the period of the earth’s 
rotation, some of which tend to make 
the period less, and others to make it 
greater. Fortunately the influence of 
each of the causes is very small. They 
are generally easy to understand; and 
a simple experiment will illustrate one 
of them. 

Tie a stone to one end of a string, and 
holding the other in the hand, whirl 
it around as nearly as may be in the cir- 
cumference of a cycle; when its speed 
is nearly uniform, allow the string to 
wind up on the finger. It will be no- 
ticed that as the string shortens, the 
angular velocity increases. In the same 
way. if the matter forming the earth 
should in any way be drawn nearer the 
axis of rotation, it would turn faster, 
and the day would be shortened. 

Bv continual loss of heat a shrinkage 
of the earth is probably in progress; 
and although the process is exceeding- 
ly slow, it certainly tends to diminish 
the period of rotation. On the other 
hand, any addition of matter from the 
outside will tend to increase that period 
and make the day longer. Undoubted- 
ly slight additions to the mass of the 
earth are constantly made by the arrest 
of meteoric bodies passing through the 
atmosphere. Their influence is opposed 
to and tends to neutralize that of any 
earth-shrinkage that may be going on. 

The most important interference 
with the rotation of the earth that we 
know of is that of the tidal wave, which 
is due to the attraction of tbe sun and 
moon, but more largely to the latter. 
It is easy to see that this is a resist- 
ance against which the earth turns, 
and its effect is to increase the length of 
the day. 

Astronomical observations extending 
over about 2,000 years have failed to 
show any sensible change in the day, 
but the influence of the tides must be- 
come evident after the lapse of a great 
many years. Prof. Darwin declares that j 
the day may lengthen until it is at last 
50 times as long as it is at present; and 
that would also be the period of the rev- 
olution of the moon about the earth. 

A day of 1,320 hours, such hours as we 
now have, would offer many interest- 
ing advantages, but there would be 
something about it not altogether 
agreeable. As it is not likely to come 
for some millions of years, it is not a 
matter of immediate nnxietj'. — Youth’s 
Companion.

Three or four years ago the late Hen- 
ry George took a vacation and visited 
his old friend, Tom L. Johnson, in Cleve- 
land. Johnson having business in De- 
troit, the two came here and put up at 
the Cadillac, so as to be together as much 
as possible. While Johnson was engaged 
in his street railway affairs, a local 
admirer of the philosopher was called 
in to attend him on a bicycle ride. It 
was a time when bicycles were not so 
commonly kept, for rent as they are 
now, and that afternoon one was not 
to be had at any of the stores for love 
or money. The Detroit single taxer, 
after whirling around among the shops 
and everywhere meeting with failure, 
was at his wit’s end to get a wheel for 
Henry George, and was pedaling to- 
wards the Cadillac in despair, w hen he 
met another single taxer, who was also 
astride a bicycle. 

Jumping off the first one exclaimed: 

“Here, get off that wheel — I must 
have it.”

Both wheels were taken to the Cadil- 
lac, and the man with short legs amd 
massive head known as Henry George 
appeared, arrayed in a long and 
heavy Prince Albert coat. It was warm 
day, and the coat was not suitable for 
such an expedition.

Then an idea struck him. Leaving his 
wheel at the curbstone, he darted across 
Michigan avenue and disappeared in a 
second-hand clothing store. He soon 
came out carrying his Prince Albert 
coat in his armsand wearimga most com- 
ical and cheap brown alpaca coat, but 
his gentle and kind face bore a charm- 
ing smile. Henry George cared little 
about his personal appearance, and he 
wheeled out Woodward avenue around 
the western boulevard apparently un- 
conscious of the figure he made.

KLONDIKE “FREIGHT CARS.’ 



MISTAKES OF MODERN WOMAN. 



\ Name for Women nn*l Dogr* That 
“Paek" Load*. 

A young man who is in charge of a 
party of gold-seekers on the route to 
the Klondike sends a full account by 
letter to a companion in Spokane of 
the means by which he has been trans- 
porting his supplies northward. One 
of these means was a pack-dog which 
has been denominated, on account of 
his importance, a “Klondike freight 



“He .is not a large dog,” says the let- 
ter-write’*, “but he will pack 75 pounds 
through the snow after the snowshoes 
have made the trail. Dogs that will 
pack 40 or 50 pounds are common. 

“The Indians at Madison Creek move 
everything with dogs. They handled 
something like 1,000,000 feet of logs in 
that way last season. Some of the logs 
were 40 feet long and 5 feet in diam- 
eter. They use no horses in this coun- 
try in winter. The dogs are fed only 
at night, and then but half of a dried 
salmon. The natives live on the same 
food. 

“The priest is the high ruler among 
them. It was he who caused this year’s 
Lxtra supply of fish to be kept; he told 
them to put up enough for two years. 
Now they eat the fish they caught 
the summer before last. It is not un- 
common to see fish piled as high as 
25 to 30 feet, all dried. It rests on posts 
set in the ground, and on the top of the 
^osts are kettles to keep mice and 
squirrels from getting at the fish.” 

Another . Klondike “freight car” 
which this expedition came across was 
a “klootchman,” or Indian woman, who 
did not weigh more than 125 pounds, 
but who would, nevertheless, carry a 
barrel of provisions weighing not less 
than 150 pounds, nailed to a board and 
the board strapped on hef back. With 
this burden she marched 30 miles be- 
tween daylight and dark, making camp 
at night, and keeping it up. 

The Americans who have taken the 
Klondike trail need no convincing that 
the notion that “an Indian won’t work” 
is a fallacy. But for Indian packers, 
male and female, no gold would have 
been brought out of Alaska, for no sup- 
plies for the miners could have been 
taken in. — Youth’s Companion.

The menu cards were 
shaped like hearts, tied w r ith a knot of 
cherry ribbon and edged with painted 
snowdrops. 

Across the top in gold letters was the 
word “welbekomin” (maj* it agree with 
you).

“Welbekomin;” but our hostess found 
it too long a mouthful, so it was written 
above the menu instead.

Recipe for a Delicious Chocolate Pie. 

Line two deep piepans with a rich, 
short crust, prick with a fork to pre- 
vent blistering, and bake a delicate 
brown. When cold, fill with the fol- 
lowing: Four eggs, one-half pint of 

sugar, two ounces of good chocolate, 
grated, one quart of milk, one-half tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. Beat the yolks well 
with the sugar, less two tablespoon- 
fuls, add the chocolate, less one heaping 
tablespoonful, then the milk, heated to 
boiling, and boil ir a double boiler until 
it thickens. When cold, flavor and fill 
in the pies. Then beat the w hites of the 
eggs to a stiff froth, and gradually add 
the two tablespoonfuls of sugar and 
one of chocolate. Spread on top of pies 
and bake in a moderate oven until a 
light brown. Serve cold.— Woman’s 
Home Companion.

Long ago he requested* tlhat, which- 
ever of the two departed first, the sur- 
vivor should honor the memory o*f the 
deceased by having a music box or some 
similar instrument placed in the sep- 
ulcher and played at frequent inter- 
vals.

More than 2(H) 
bodies are stored in the big vault, and 
as the silence is so dense that a heart- 
beat almost creates- an echo, the impres- 
sive but weird notes of the music float- 
ing over the caskets and emerging 
through the iron-grated doors fairly 
border on the supernatural. 

FOR BOARD OF MARRIAGES. 

Proposed Ohio Law Patting Permits 
in the Hands of PhyMieinnH. 

liepresentative Parker, of Cleveland, 
has introduced a bill in the Ohio legis- 
lature which entirely changes the man- 
ner of regulating marriages. 

It provides for the appointment by 
the probate court of each county of a 
board of marriages composed of phy- 
sicians. To this board, consisting of 
three members, persons who wish to 
marry must make application. The 
board will refuse to grant a license in 
case either party to the proposed con- 
tract has dipsomania, kleptomania, in- 
sanity, true or hereditary or resulting 
from vice; certain blood diseases or 
tuberculosis. It will charge $2.50 for 
each license, and out of the fund so 
made each member will be paid a salary 
of $1,000. 

There is provided a method of appeal 
to the state board of health in case of 
any refusal to grant the license. 

NEW SEAL BADLY NEEDED. 

One Used on Government Honda In 
Service Since 1S02. 

The seal of the treasury department, 
which has been used in the divisions of 
loans and currency of the secretary's 
office since 1802, and which has been im 
pressed upon all the bonds issued by the 
United States since that year, is be- 
ginning to show signs of wear. The 
other morning the chief of the division 
showed the secretary an impress of the 
seal, and requested authority to have a 
new one engraved, which was given. It 
is an interesting fact that this seal has 
been impressed upon bonds of the 
face value of $10,297,534,000. Of this 
amount $4,750,711,000 were original 
issues of bonds, and the remainder were 
bonds issued in place of those surren- 
dered for exchange or transfer. 

GOTHAM WANTS A FAIR. 

Mill to Authorize World’** Exposition 
in Xew York in 1901. 

Senator McNulty lias introduced a 
bill into the New- York legislature pro- 
viding for a world's fair to be held in 
New- York city in 1901. 

The commissioners shall meet in New 
York citj- as soon as practicable after 
the passage of the bill, and shall draw 
up a plan for an exhibition of such 
magnitude as shall invite exhibitors 
from all parts of the world. The mu- 
nicipal assembly of New York may au- 
thorize the use of any park in the city. 

Funds shall be provided by the comp 
troller of the city, who shall issue mu- 
nicipal stock to an amount of four per 
cent, scrip certificates not exceeding 
$5,000,000.
